Nove in the inscripti in the Kalatsels temple, where Silko recounts is 
‘onquest of the Dlemyes, he seems 0 speak of taro campaigns, aller the Gst of these the 
Biemyes submited and he rade a trace with them and retired his own coustey. trusting 
to their ating loyally by his term then they soulit a quarrel against him, anv ina second 
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campaign he wterly wiped out the rebellious peuple The story is confused enough, but it ie 
perhaps to be reconstructed as fellows: Silko smenediately aftr bis conversion by the emitsaies 
Ut Justinian attacked the Mlenyes ar proof of his entvsiasm for the new faith and the new 
lune, he was victorious, ceived the submissive of Karanby and the other towns, and in 
token of his victury “Brake down the fate thereof” im the tre fashion of an eastern conqueror. 
‘Then Justinian oneret the destration of the Isis temple on the island of Philae, it wa the 
common property of the Romans, the Nolailes amd the Blemyes: two of these peoples were 
‘how Christian, the thied was come. and the moment seemel opportune for the destruction of 
the last pagan shrine offically maintained within the Reman Eoipire. Rut this was too much 
forthe Blemyes,cimsoered thoogh they were: they hastily repaired the breach in thei battered 
‘walls and releind apuinse ther congeeror. Silko, aided by the Byzantine forces under Narsen, 
‘Jostinian’s envy, aftacked them agaia Victoriously. and this time left no doulas 10 his 
ietory: not only the gute Wit every door apd every wall was breached and the town and vaste 
estroved beyond the pousbiity of defence: Ws inhabitants were sattered of enslaved, and 
the city of Karanog was dearted. No attempt was ever made to repair any of the breaches i 
the castle walls made after this second campaign of Silko, and i{ a few Christian Nubians at 
‘one time ur anutee wjuatted in the lee fled rooms, biking up a doorway here or there 
trith aay sevorm of pated mud, they mover etaayed anything that could be called rebuiling 
‘or even repair, the traces of thee ephemeral encampment only enhance the actual desolation 
of the site 

‘The caste had ot pasa hvousth any of the stages of alteration or reconstruction during 
the Micmyan peront that were so evilent upon the lower howe sites. Mere. apart from the 
‘cunstructinal features peculiar tothe wale amd Inter yearyof the occupation, differences anid 
‘developments could he aaveftaited in the case of pottery also, In spite of the great quantity 
‘of puttery vessels lowed in the graves tear Aniteh, no cnteria had been there fortheoming whereby 
‘any technical prugiess or any tvlative chronology could be defined: the ease of the house, 

reuntakr tone levels gave to stratication an importance which M doce not always posses, 
‘certain ammount of materia was iad to llvetrate, at Yeast in sone Wares. the gradual transition 
{rons the enter Bleanyan shages and rotives to thowe of Coptic ar. New types ofall period

1, x 23), or oF lew fragmentary, the main interest of 
‘which lie in the tregucat occurrence om them of mutnerals, adi the presence of place-name, 
Peorme, which ts found also in nscrpthons at Amira aul elewhere* A Greek utrakon seems 
tw be dated tothe twelth yrar of Alexander Severus (253 4. 8) 

“Just belie the surface of the sand overlying house > was picked up a coin of Nero struck: 
ft Alesandeia in the twelith year of his rege (68 A.) This was the only coin found, and it 
bas the dramatic interest of revaling the manson ofthe spies whom Nero, when contemplating 
fan Aethioptan caripaige which his death yrevented hisn trom carrying oot, sent down through
